A round-up of recent developments and significant trends 


Special Kodacolor Services. A happy 
aftermath of the article Transparencies 
from Kodacolor in the June 1952 issue of 
PHOTOGRAPHY is the recent announce 
ment by Authenticolor, Inc., New York, 
of a complete processing service for 214x 
2'4-inch Kodacolor rollfilm negatives 
The company is now making enlarged 
Ektacolor Print Film transparencies from 
2'4x2'4 Kodacolor negatives only, at a 
cost of $10 each for 4x5’s, $12 for 5x7’s 
and $15 for 8x10’s. Authenticolor is also 
processing 120 Kodacolor rollfilm on a 
48-hour service basis at $1.50 per roll, 
with black-and-white contact proof prints 
printed one-up on a single sheet of 8x10 
paper for an additional $1 and Ektacolor 
Print Film contact proof sheets printed 
one-up, for an extra $3.50. We have been 
advised by Michael Lavelle, technical di 
rector of the laboratory, that since the 
publication of our Kodacolor article last 
June a number of well-known illustra- 
tion specialists have been trying out Ko 
dacolor in their twin-lens reflex cameras 
with extremely encouraging results. The 
materials themselves (Kodacolor rollfilm 
negative and Ektacolor Print Film) and 
the processing method worked out for 
these specialists by Authenticolor afford 
exposure latitude and _ color-correction 
controls which are beyond the scope of 
all direct-positive color transparency ma- 
terials. 


Long-focus lenses that can be used inter- 
changeably with 16 and 35-mm ciné cam- 
eras, Leicas, and single-lens reflexes up 
to 2'4x2!4 inches are now available here 
under the trade-mark of Astro, Berlin, 
through Ercona Camera Corp., New York

The 125 and 
150-mm lenses in the line are known as 
Astro Pantachars and feature maximum 
apertures of f/2.3 and f/1.8 respectively. 
The longer lenses go under the name 
Astro Fernbild, the 300, 400, 500, 640, and 
800-mm focal lengths having a maximum 
aperture of f{/5, while the 1,000-mm 
model is limited to {/6.3. Astro lenses 
must be ordered in the mount that will 
fit the intended camera (Leica lenses are 
furnished at a higher price with a special 
mirror-refiex attachment). Special dual 
mounts are available to permit the inter- 
change of the particular lens between 
still and motion picture cameras. Panta- 
chars are priced between $195 and $370, 
whereas the Fernbild lenses range from 
$195 to $1,125 


Sylvania Introduces. Amateur flash en- 
thusiasts will soon become familiar with 
a new flashbulb shape—the short cylin- 
der with a round end which characterizes 
Sylvania’s new Bantam 8 flash lamp. The 
new light source was specifically de- 
signed to produce less rather than more 
light. For Sylvania’s photofinisher sur- 
veys had indicated an extremely high 


Bantam-8 is about half the size of Syl- 
vania’s Press 25 midget flash lamp, has 
the same single-contact bayonet base.

The Bantam 8 emits about 14 
as much light as Sylvania’s popular Press 
25 midget flash lamp, and has the same 
time-lag and synchronizing characteris- 
tics. Although the new lamp stands as 
high as the Press 25, SF, and FP-26 flash- 
bulbs and has the same single-contact 
bayonet base, it occupies about half as 
much space because of its slim contours. 
The Bantam 8 is priced at two lamps for 
twenty-five cents compared to thirteen 
cents per lamp for the Press 25. Despite 
the temptation to carry around a hand 
ful of these small flashbulbs in a coat 
pocket, it’s a good idea to leave them in 
their handy carton until you're ready to 
use them. When lamps are permitted to 
rub against each other for any length of 
time, the plastic protective coating on the 
outside of the glass bulb tends to wear 
off, setting up a weak spot which can 
result in an “exploder” when the lamp is 
fired. Some day, the development of an 
abrasion proof bulb coating may make 
this precaution unnecessary so we can 
fully appreciate really small bulbs.

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News and Notes about the 
Photographic Society of America 
THE LATEST ADDITION to the PSA 
family of activity groups, the Stereo Di- 
vision, has demonstrated the vital quali- 
ties of a winner right from the start. And 
it’s zooming right ahead, almost at break- 
neck speed. So impressive is the mem- 
bership list, in fact, that a full-page 
department has been started in the PSA 
Journal devoted to stereo’s many activi- 
ties. In addition, just to make sure the 
members get their money’s worth and 
don’t miss a thing, whether of know-how, 
inspiration, or news, a stereo bulletin is 
published at regular intervals to keep the 
members up to date on the numerous 
PSA stereo doings and the newest devel- 
opments in this popular and rapidly 

growing field. 

The members get lots of personal help 
too. Dr. Frank E. Rice, ASPA, Chicago, 
chairman of the Stereo Division, sees to 
that, and it keeps him plenty busy. There 
are the slide circuits, for instance. Each 
one consists of fifteen member stereo fans 
who send samples of each other’s work 
around the circuit and get honest, helpful 
commentary.

Three such contests have already 
been held; the last one fetched 350 en- 
tries, a rather healthy response for such 
a young group. 

Those who attended the August con- 
vention in New York will remember 
what a fine program the division put on 
and how well attended were all the meet- 
ings. One of the nicest things that could 
have happened did happen, thanks to the 
David White Company, who introduced 
the David White Award, the initial re- 
cipient of which was the most obvious 
choice, none other than Herbert C. Mc- 
Kay, Eustis, Fla., stereo seer, probably 
the most consistent booster of stereo that 
we have had over the years. 

The award was for “outstanding 
achievement in the development and pro- 
motion of stereo” and is to be an annual 
event. 

Nice thing about the Stereo Division is 
its ability to make friends. Closest of 
all are the PSA Motion Picture, Color 
and Technical Division, with all of whom 
the stereo group is working very co-op- 
eratively—to the benefit of all concerned. 
The Journal is preparing a “Who’s Who 
in Stereo,” the first one ever compiled. 
Want to be in on it?

Darkroom Magic? No, Not Entirely! 


BY JAMES R. IRVING 


(Mr. Irving of Crystal Lake, Illinois, is a chemist and amateur photographer ) 


There’s nothing very unusual about a 
picture of a lamppost. Yet a print that 
began as a rather ordinary-looking pic- 
ture of a lamppost on Toulouse Street 
in New Orleans was judged First Place 
Winner in a Chicago salon. 

Darkroom magic? No, not entirely. 
The story of this prize winner began 
long before that. You see, one had visions 
of something more than a visitor’s snap- 
shot when he set his lens opening at f.8 
and his shutter speed at 1/50 sec. that 
early November afternoon. 


1. Unworked original 


History lived in every line of this 
hundred-year-old lamppost which had 
in its day housed an oil wick and then 
a gas burner. Now modernized with an 
electric light bulb, it would have to 
symbolize a tremendously romantic and 
historically interesting area of the Old 
South, New Orleans’ French Quarter 
... the Vieux Carré. 

Print Number 1 (above) was the original 
result. Nododging, cropping, or retouch- 
ing, no “extra’’ darkroom work ... a 
passable picture but certainly not a 
salon entry. The wires cutting across 
the upper left-hand corner, a window-

pane or two missing in the building 
which served as a background, extreme 
sun reflection on part of the street sign 
all called for attention. And above all, 
that lamppost had to be the center of 
interest . a definite mood had to be 
established. 


Print Number 2 does a little more for 
the scene, but the lamppost is still not 
the most important part of the picture 
A mood is emerging but there’s too 
much background detail... and that

of the lamppost that one actually vis 
ualized when the shutter snapped is 
there. Even those wires are a part of 
the picture this time. 

Hours of tedious work in the dark 
room, the dire need for eight hands 
when only two were available, sheet 
after sheet of paper and plenty of 
patience did the trick. 

All that to turn day into night!

POLIO PICTURE STORY 








Once in a great while there comes along a picture 


story so moving, told with such integrity and sensitiv 
ity, that it ts destined to hold a lasting place in the 
minds and hearts of all who see it. Suzanne Szasz, we 
think, has achieved this kind of story with her photo 
graphic report on a little girl polio victim. 

These photographs, with all their honesty, carry 
terrific emotional impact. They show, as words neve) 
could, how six-year-old Eileen Dicheck fought her way 
back from a hospital bed to regain full use of her legs 
again, 

The story of Eileen is not a tragedy, but a tribute 
to a little girl’s courage and to modern medical skill 
and techniques Her case is only one among many 
thousands of children who need equal care before 
they can run and play again. They need your help, 
your dimes, your dollars. When you are asked to con 
tribute to the March of Dimes this year, remember 


hileen and give generously, 


WEEN Dicneck is a little girl who once had_ polio 


For ecight brave months between her sixth and 

seventh birthdays she fought and triumphed over 

this dread disease. Her story is not very differ 
ent from that of thousands of other similarly stricken 
children. But, because Suzanne Szasz was there with 
her camera to record Eileen's suffering, loneliness, and 
eventual victory, it is a symbol of every small child 
who ever fought the long fight against disease in a 
hospital bed 

The story begins with a bed-ridden little girl under 
going hydrotherapy and ends with a happy child playing 
with other children in’ ballet) costume Suzanne says 
this about it 

“L wanted to do a picture story that the mothers of 
sick children) would remember and take courage from 
I wanted to show what prolonged tliness does to kids 
and how they react to it.” 

Unlike much of her work, this was not an “independ 
ent production” (done without an assignment), ino the 
true sense of the term. (See Want to be a Freelance? 
in the May, 1952 issue of PHotrocrapny.) After two days 
shooting Suzanne brought the pictures to the editors 
of The Woman's Home Companion and told them what 
she wanted to do. The editors had published many of 
her independent productions in the past. This time they 
told her she had an assignment and to do it by herself, 
taking as much time as she felt was necessary. Over a 


period of eight months Suzanne made weekly and later

bi-weekly visits to the polio ward in which Eileen was 
confined. When the child finally was sent home Suzanne 
kept right on photographing her recovery until it was 
complete 

The first big problem was obtaining permission from 
Fileen’s mother to do the story Suzanne solved the 
problem simply by showing some of her other picture 
stories on children to Mrs. Helen Dicheck. After seeing 
them, Mrs. Dicheck said simply: 

“I'L let you do it for the sake of other mothers.” 

Faking pictures in a ward filled with little kids crip- 
pled by polio is not an easy thing for a photographer 
to do. For a photographer who becomes as emotionally 
involved with her subjects as Suzanne does, it is doubly 
difheult. In the first few shooting days the idea of 
profiting from their pain filled Suzanne with a guilty 
feeling which was only partly offset by her sincere be- 
lief that the story would help other parents. But all 
such feelings were soon forgotten when she discovered 


that the kids actually looked forward to her visits. 

So that none of the children in the ward should feel 
left out of the picture taking, and so that Eileen might 
remain unselfconscious, Suzanne resorted to a_ simple 
ruse. She photographed all the kids and made them 
feel that they were all part of something in which the 
whole group was participrting. It took Eileen several 
months to realize that Suzanne was really doing a story 
about her. But by that time they were good friends 
and it didn’t matter. 

While the children accepted her and became used to 
the camera, Suzanne had to remember that away from 
home and in a strange, artificial environment, they were 
defenseless little people whose feelings might easily be 
hurt by taking pictures at the wrong time. For this 
reason she allowed many “obvious” picture situations 
to go unphotographed rather than run the risk of pos- 
sibly adding to a child’s grief. Better to lose the picture 
than let a child feel that he has been ridiculed or shown

LUNAR ECLIPSES

N JANUARY 29 and July 26 of this year, the 
full moon will pass directly into the earth’s shad 
ow and be totally eclipsed. Each of these specta 

cles is visible from the United States; the entire East 
Coast and Midwest seeing most of the first and all 
Western states the second. Both eclipses will provide 
excellent opportunities to turn camera equipment sky 
ward and do some really out-of-this-world picture 
making. And these celestial phenomena lend them- 
selves equally well to both still and motion pictures, in 
either biack-and-white or color. 

The January 29 eclipse will begin after sunset about 
4:54 (Eastern Standard Time) at a point in the moon's 
orbit when it is 251,500 smiles away from the earth, 
which is almost as remote as it can be. The farthest 
point from the earth in the moon's orbit is called apogee.

EFORE YOU READ any further, take a good 
look at the pictures that go with this story, be 
ginning with the setup on the facing page and 
ending with the color photograph on page 51 


Does this look like routine photography? Given the 
same subject matter, could you have lighted it as well? 

Every one of these photographs was made with ordi 
nary expendable flashbulbs on routine assignment for 
a newspaper or magazine. Composed quickly, lighted 
rapidly, and shot swiftly, there is nothing to indicate 
haste in their preparation. Yet, they all involved two 
or more flashbulbs separated by distances up to 100 
feet—without wire connections 

How is it done? 

Phe men who did this work have “slaves.” Not hu 
man slaves, but willing servants in the form of self 
energized extension flash units, each triggered by its 
own “magic eye.” These so-called slave units come in 
several forms but they all work on the same basic prin 
ciples. Essentially, the slave unit is a lamp socket and 
reflector unit with a self-contained “B" battery power 
supply having a phototube (often called a “photocell’’) 
for a firing switch. To make it work, you place a flash 
bulb in the lamp socket and place the slave unit any 
where so the “eye” can see the sudden flash of light 
from another flashbulb. The slave will fire its own flash 
instantly 

For example, take the fire scene in the upper left 
corner of page 48. The photographer felt that a single 
flash lamp at the camera wouldn't illuminate all the de 
tail he wanted to show. So he placed a No. 5 midget 
lamp in the flashgun at his camera and a No. 5 in each 
of two SR Teleflash slave units that he carried with 
him. He handed the slave units to two spectators at the 
scene (they can be seen holding what look like auto 
mobile spotlights at the far right end of the picture) 
and told them to aim the reflectors at the building 
When the photographer fired the bulb at the camera, 
which was aimed at the foreground, the slave lamps 
went off too, giving equal exposure to the entire broad 
scene, The only connection between the slaves and the 
flash on the camera was a pulse of light hurtling out 
from the latter faster than 186,000 miles per second 
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Essential working parts of SR Teleflash unit 
include: housing with standard plug-in out- 
let, disconnect button, and swivel mount; 
set of four “B” batteries; phototube; elec- 
trolytic capacitor in housing, and self-con- 
tained reflector unit for midget flash lamps. 


Box-shaped “Slavey” unit, sold only by Ster- 
ling-Howard, mounts extension reflector of 
any make or size on swivel atop housing; its 
phototube is situated in window on front of 
housing just above trademark.

DODGING is an enlarging meth 
od whereby light is held back from 
thin areas of a negative to keep 
them from printing too dark. Dur 
ing, the exposure the light is held 
back either with fingers, hand or 
opaque mask previously cut from 
cardboard. In picture at left girl 
appears too dark. Dodging, or hold 
ing back the light coming through 
that area of the negative, was the 
relatively simple solution. How 
ever, note that tonal values of un 
dodged portions, remain the same. 


BURNING-IN TECHNIQUE is re- 
verse of dodging. It allows a con 
trolled amount of more light to 
hit selected areas during expo 
sure, usually to decrease the inten 
sity of objectionable highlights, or 
to bring out more detail in very 
dense portions of negatives. In im 
proved picture at right, intense 
highlights in foreground have 
been darkened, and more detail is 
visible. Only the head of the kit 
ten was not burned-in. ‘Top and 
right side of print were “flashed.”

ANT A NICE little indoor photographic 

project that is interesting, inexpensive, 

practical, one that will give you a sense of

Lo begin, you simply photograph each member 
ol the family (including the dog or cat if you have 
one) in profile silhouette. Place the subject in front 
of a white sheet (as illustrated on the opposite page) 
that has been stretched over a door opening. Ilumi 
nate the sheet from behind with two No. 2 photo 
floods in reflectors or reflector floods set at 45 degree 
angles to give a bright white background. Use mod 
erate frontal illumination on the subject—possibly one 


No. 1 flood diffused with a handkerchief—in order to 


give a slight suggestion of detail in the face. (You can 
cut down the amount of detail in the print, if neces 
sary, by using a contrastier paper, but you can't add 
it in the print if you do not have it in the negative.) 
Place the camera on a tripod close to the subject to 
obtain sharpness of outline in the enlargement. Keep 
camera lens approximately level with your subject's 
nose to prevent distortion. Make the prints by enlarge 
ment on rough matte or semi-imatte paper, preferably 
double-weight. Cut mounting plaques from soft l-inch 
insulation board, smooth the edges with sandpaper, 
and then paint them white. Cut out profiles, mount 
them on the circular bases with dry mounting tissue.

e primarily interested in making pic- 
tures for projection, now or later on, the 
7-foot window is the best one to figure 
on even though there is no standard 

Now that we have the stereo window 
located we can begin to talk about plac- 
ing subject matter in relation to it. We 
can start with the old rule that says 
nothing in the picture should be nearer 
than the window. When in doubt, it is a 
good way to play safe. 

When you want to gain a particularly 
eye-catching effect and have suitable 
subject matter with which to work, then 
you can get pictures with an extra punch 
by letting the material protrude through 
the stereo window toward the camera.

By JOSEPH V. MASCELLI 


Tempo, mood, emphasts, continuily, 


aclion, drama—all are up to you 


HE AVERAGE amateur movie cameraman does 

not realize that he is a director, too. Whether 

filming typical home movie material or photo 

graphing an ambitious story film for a movie 
contest or a cine club competition—you should regard 
yoursell as a cameraman-director, rather than solely 
in a technical capacity as a motion picture photog 
rapher, 

A cameraman, regardless of how well he performs 
his duties, is no more than an artistic technician—he 
is responsible for the quality of the photographic 
image. He thinks in terms of exposure, focus, lighting, 
film speeds and other technical problems. The direc 
tor, on the other hand, is concerned with continuity, 
camera angles, control of action, build-up, tempo, em-

The majority of amateur movies are in 
light vein and possess a theme rather 
than a plot. A theme—whether it is 
patriotism, slum clearance or fly fishing 

can be just as interesting as the most 
dramatic plot. Let’s say our theme is 
“Fun In The Sun!” We would firmly 
establish a cheery, sunny, pleasant at 
mosphere, perhaps peopled by joyful 
folk, obviously enjoying the health giving 
rays of Old Sol. We would further de 
velop this theme through abundant use 
of smiling faces, happy movements, fun 
provoking games performed by pleasant 
people who show, through their carefree 
actions, that they are obviously happy to 
be away from the cares of the city. Our 


film would combine sunlit people, merry 
movement and cheery backgrounds to 
sell the solar happiness theme. 

A director creates a situation, builds 
it up and carries it through to a logical 
conclusion. He films a pleasing pattern 
of events through skillful choice of ma 
terial, careful camera treatment and de 
finitive directorial technique. He chooses 
his actors, places them carefully in the 
setting and has them perform the neces 
sary actions to tell the story. A director 
will thoroughly explain the desired ac- 
tion, demonstrate it if necessary and 
have the subject rehearse it. A good di- 
rector is careful, however, not to “over- 
rehearse” his cast so that they perform 
mechanically. See to it that they favor 
the camera and do not turn away from 
the lens and hide important action. It 
would be incidently, to caution 
your actors not to turn toward you when 
given direction during an actual take. 
Your players must behave as though 
they have no idea they are being filmed. 

By “breaking down” your story into 
sequences, and filming each sequence so 
that it is a little chapter in itself, you 
will be able to weave the episodes to 
gether so that they build the narrative 
into a smooth flowing story. A hunting 
movie, for instance, would be broken 
down into: planning the trip, driving 
there, preparing camp, the actual hunt, 
the triumphant return to camp, prepar 
ing and eating the outdoor meal, and the 
campfire finale with everyone swapping 
stories before turning in.

Movement at the beginning and end 
of individual scenes should overlap 
slightly so that the various shots, within 
the sequence, may be “cut on action.” 
Rather than cut your camera at the end 
of a movement, stop shooting in the midst 
of action—opening a door, lighting a cig- 
arette, turning a page—then switch to a 
new camera angle and repeat a bit of the 
end action. When the overlap is trimmed, 
both shots will match with a professional 
smoothness that makes the cut 
apparent. 

Watch “screen direction” carefully so 
that your characters are not suddenly 
moving in the opposite direction to that 
already established. A change in direc 
tion should be shown—rather than thrust 
upon a startled audience. Preserve the 
rhythm and tempo of the story so that it 
moves along at the correct pace—not lei 
surely in one shot and supersonic in the 
next. Gradually accelerate the pace of 
the picture so that it builds to a climax 
rather than showing a deadly succession 
of shots of equal length and interest 

In your capacity of director never un 
derestimate the importance of the human 
element in your pictures. Remember: peo 
ple are mostly interested in other people 

what they look like, how they live, the 
work they perform

realism so desirable in modern motion

You will find it easier to film natural 
pictures of children than of adults. Chil 
dren of pre-school age, particularly, are 
unselfconscious, and while unpredictable, 
will behave much more naturally than 
grownups.

await the desired action and film it when 
it presents itself. The result will in- 
variably be a realistic bit of “play act- 
ing” performed with a natural grace and 
ease lacking in amateur adult actors 

If you desire a professional appearing 
picture, introduce obstacles to provide 
conflict and suspense. Remember: pro 
fessional! motion pictures are based en- 
tirely on conflict—whether it’s the docu 
mentary cameraman’s “Man against Na- 
ture” or Hollywood’s “Boy loses Girl!” 
A movie, to be entertaining, must be a 
fight picture, with the necessary suspense 
involved in reaching the goal. On your 
vacation trip: “get lost” or “fight” your 
car, or the terrain, so that your audience 
will entertain an element of doubt about 
the success of your venture. A flat tire, 
the wrong fork in the road or a break- 
down in the middle of nowhere will pro 
vide the gimmick which will turn an 
ordinary vacation film report into a novel 
and interesting short subject. 

An experienced director will create 
visual variety in his picture through 
judicious employment of varied camera 
angles—by moving in and out, around, 
above, and below his subject as the ac 
tion demands. He sees to it that each 
shot says all it can from that angle and 
distance and that it advances the action 

does not sidetrack it or merely repeat 
it. Once the long shot has shown the 
setting, the people and the general idea 
of the story—move in and shoot the more 
important details in medium shots and 
large revealing close-ups. Nothing—peo- 
ple, props or action— should be included 
in a scene unless it contributes something 
to the story. 

You often will find it useful to employ 
symbolism to put across a complicated or 
massive idea in a single shot. Such a 
key shot will establish your story theme 
instantly While a budding flower for 
spring and a withered leaf for fall are 
hackneyed—they are still useful if beau 
tifully filmed with a pictorial salon style 
There is a symbol! for almost everything 
Factory chimneys belching smoke in 
stantly spell industry. Rapidly revolving 
wheels suggest travel. A blasting steam 
ship whistle further suggests travel to 
faraway places. Professional movies con 
stantly use symbols of places: the Eiffel 
Tower symbolizes France; the Pyramids 
spell Egypt; and the Statue of Liberty is 
the good old U. S. A. Often you can 
‘stage’ a living symbol: the cop on the 
beat is law and order; babies are the fu 
ture citizens of our land; a representa 
tive group of members of our entire 
Armed Forces depict all of our boys in 
uniform who are serving our country 

A sharp director will improvise on the 
spot by shooting scenes that can be skill- 
fully inter-cut later. He will take ad- 
vantage of things at hand and “make 
something out of nothing.” A sudden 
switch-cut from Dad and Junior drifting 
lazily down a fishing stream to a shot of 
treacherous rapids can immediately shock 
the audience and create suspense—al- 
though the two locations are actually 
miles apart! And remember, too, that

Shoot an action movie that requires 
people to do something, go somewhere, 
accomplish a goal—not just stand around 
grinning at the camera. Regardless of 
how sophisticated the professional motion 
picture has grown since its inception, the 
western still provides the finest film 
formula and remains an everlasting fa- 
vorite. In a western movie the charac- 
ters either riding 
fighting each other—or preparing to ride 
or fight! Something is alway happening 
or about to happen. Also remember: 
westerns make natural use of their back 
grounds 


are somewhere, or 


they depict their action against 
picturesque scenery that actually aids in 
telling the story. 

Movies deal with both time and space 

but it is filmic, not actual, time and 
space. You may juggle either, or both, 
to improve your movie story. It is not 
always necessary, or expedient, to shoot 
a movie in chronological 
present it in a 


order or to 
straightforward format 
Flashbacks will juggle time by starting 
at the end and going back to the begin- 
ning. Cross-cutting will juggle space by 
utilizing parallel cutting to show what is 
happening in two places simultaneously. 
Scene length will affect tempo while 
camera angle affects area. There are un 
limited possibilities during shooting and 
editing to alter actual time and space re 
lationships, in order to present an inter- 
esting and moving screen story 

The competent cameraman’s contribu- 
tion to movie making should never be 
underestimated—technical excellence is 
certainly a goal to be proud of. But, 
don’t stop there. Remember: while your 
camera and its accessories are your tools 

it is what you build with them that 
really matters. The more advanced you 
become in your movie making, the more 
you will realize that the big difference 
between a mediocre movie and a really 
good one—assuming photographic equal- 
ity—is the story it tells. How well that 
story to the director. 

So, train yourself to be a cameraman- 
director: as a cameraman shoot a motion 
picture that is technically perfect, and as 
a director tell your story in an effective 
manner that will not only capture your 
audience but hold their interest through- 
out. When you can accomplish that, you 
will possess a winning combination that 
is hard to beat.—#

However the 
remaining backlash from the middle to 
the end of the geartrain is generally great 
enough to cause shutter speed variations 
from one release operation to another. 

In Kodak’s backlash control for the 
Synchro Rapid 800 shutter there is a disk 
type magnet with poles diametrically op- 
posite each other which is mounted on 
the last moving gear in the train—a star 
wheel. The magnet turns with the gear 
There is also a stationary bar magnet 
mounted on the upper gear plate in the 
same plane as the disk magnet and close 
to it. At the time the geartrain is mounted 
on the shutter assembly, the angular posi 
tion of the circular magnet is oriented 
so that maximum anti-backlash force is 
exerted when the shutter is cocked at the 
1/200 second speed setting (one of the 
most difficult for achieving repeatability ) 
Thus, the gears are all turned forward 
ready to drive the respective sections of 
the shutter mechanism which they con 
trol, the instant the shutter is released 
The end-result is a consistency of shutter 
performance for cycle after cycle that ha: 
heretofore been impossible

laws of libel, treason, and sedition.” Then 
he adds pointedly, “Insofar as pictures in 
the news are concerned, we have any 
thing but a free press ” He includes im- 
pressive documentation of some of the 
more violent and indefensible physical 
attacks on press cameramen in the U. S. 
Costa apparently hasn't encountered the 
argument we've heard so often—that 
photographers too frequently poke their 
lenses into other people’s business; here 
the “freedom” involved is not so much 
that of the cameraman as that of his sub 
ject. (Admittedly, this does not involve 
bona fide pros so much as amateurs who 
like to think of themselves as news and 
human-interest photographers.) At any 
rate, the Costa article is an illuminating 
one, and contributes much to the ex 
change of ideas on the subject that will 
eventually produce a better working re 
lationship between the press photog 
rapher and the world around him.—® 


STROKE OF COMB 
FIRES FLASH TUBES 


Perhaps you think your girl friend's 
hair is so beautiful that it is breathtaking

he now makes multi-flash pictures that 
he used to pass up because it was too 
much trouble or downright impossible to 
run extension wiring to the extension- 
lamp position. Here are typical cases: 

1. Automobile wrecks at night where 
cross-lighting reveals textures and details 
that are normally obliterated by flat flash. 
Milling crowds usually make it impos- 
sible to run wiring from the camera to 
the extension lamps 

2. Parades at night where half a city 
block must be covered with relatively 
even lighting. A single lamp is usually 
inadequate, whereas crowds make wire 
stringing perilous 

3. Story-telling indoor picture situa- 
tions where wiring has to be kept out of 
range of the camera lens. Wiring can, of 
course, be deftly hidden or extended out 
of the picture area, but this requires so 
much time and effort that the hard 
pressed worker is inclined to forget about 
it and settle for flat one-lamp lighting 

4. Almost any picture situation that 
calls for more than two extension lamps 
Slaves deftly side-step the wire maze and 
attending battery-power calculations. This 
group obviously includes night club shots, 
theater setups, and the coverage of any 
large indoor assemblage. 

In scanning the accompanying illustra 
tions, you may have noted that several 
exposures were made by the open-flash 
method. When the camera can be placed 
on a tripod or other firm support and the 
subject can stand it, open-flash enables 
you to use all the light emitted by all the 
flash lamps—the triggering lamp at the 
camera as well as the slave lamps. This 
enables you to stop down the camera lens 
for maximum depth of field, especially 
when important parts of the subject are 
distributed near and far throughout the 
picture area. When necessary the inten 
sity of the triggering lamp at the camera 
can be subdued to create a desired fill-in 
effect by using it without a reflector or by 
covering the lamp and reflector with one 
or two thicknesses of a clean white hand 
kerchief or with some other diffuser 

I have used slaves with a wide variety 
of cameras, shutters, and flashbulbs—both 
on the front and focal-plane shutters of 
4x5 sheet-film cameras (the former with 
No. 5's and the latter with No. 31 focal 
plane bulbs); on 35-mm focal plane min- 
iature cameras with No. 6 midget focal 
plane bulbs; on a 214 x 214 twin-lens re- 
flex as well as a Polaroid camera and a 
fixed-focus fixed-aperture box camera. 
Slaves solved the problem of whether or 
not to provide all my cameras and flash 
guns with star.dard electrical outlets o1 
to provide each unit with a special ex 
tension. wire and suitable adapters for 
each fitting. For none are needed, 

Though slaves are a professional fa 
vorite, they are priced within range of 
amateur budgets—the stripped model of 
the Slavey without batteries or swivel 
and reflector unit listing at $17.95 and the 
compact, self-contained Teleflash, com 
plete, at a little less than fifty dollars. 
To make them perform, all you need is a 
flash camera plus a bit of skill and imag- 
ination in placing the unit where it will 
do most good. It’s surprising how quickly 
you learn with a slave to command.—®

Second in a series... 


Every day the demand-for color in 
photography is growing! From the 
many examples of outstanding color 
work we see in advertisements, displays, 
and literature, we begin to appreciate 
the fine points of color. It is only natural 
that we should get the urge to work in 
color ourselves. 

Hand-coloring of photographs with 
transparent photo-oil colors is by far 
the simplest, most economical, and, in 
many ways, the most satisfying method 
of achieving photographic color. Let us 
get down to some of the fine points of 
this fascinating phase of photography. 

In the past, some photographers 
thought of using photo-oil colors on 
“just any picture” in the belief that the 
color would hide faults in the photo- 
graph itself. A muddy photograph, with 
dull highlights and blocked-up shadows 
belongs in the wastebasket, whether it 
is to stand as a black-and-white or to 
be hand-colored. Hand-coloring will sel- 
dom improve it. Photo-oil colors will 
enhance any good picture, but they will 
not save a bad one. 

The best print for hand-coloring with 
oils is devoid of any harsh contrasts; 
if anything, it should be slightly on the 
warm, or soft side. There should be 
details in all the shadows, and the high- 
lights should not be chalky. Generally, 
the warmer-toned chlorobromide papers 
are better suited for such photographs. 
These should be processed to produce 
a warm (brownish) tone, rather than 
a cold (bluish) tone. Use a semi-matte 
paper for best coloring results. Glossy 
or illustrator-type papers will not accept 
sufficient color to produce good results, 
while a dead matte surface will grip 
the colors too strongly. 

Often, the subject of sepia toning 
comes up in connection with hand-color- 
ing. When to tone can be determined by 
looking at the subject matter of the 
picture. If the subject tends toward the 
yellow, brown or red, the photograph 
may be toned to facilitate coloring. This 
category includes autumn landscapes, 
brown-haired animals, most portraits. 

On the other hand, you would not 
want to tone a blue seascape or a navy 
uniform. You would be giving yourself 
double work if you sepia-toned such 
pictures. Leave this class of photographs 
untoned and they will color without 
difficulty. 

Most papers will tone well in the 
patent, ready-mixed toners on the mar- 
ket. Just immerse a print in one of these 
preparations until it reaches the desired 
tone, wash and dry, and the picture is 
ready for coloring. 

The selection of hues to be applied 
to the various parts of a photograph 
is left to the discretion of the colorist, 
but for realism the colors should have 
close relation to the original subject. 
Many Marshall photo-oil colors are 
named for their uses, such as Flesh, 
Sky Blue, Tree Green, Cheek, etc., and 
special new colors such as Khaki, Navy 
Blue, and Air Force Blue to help you 
color pictures of men in uniform quickly.
